where certain crimes brought 
about 


swift retribution, even in the west 
as 


well as the south. He also said that it 
has been stated too often prisoners 
escape conviction through technical- 
ities. 
This may be true in some cases 


but was not a cause for the repeal ot 
the judiciary. One hears the cry we 
do not need a constitution, that there 
is no fear of tyrants and he is 
re- 


minded of 
Senator Williams' state- 


ment, "that no people need be afraid 
of tyrants until they have obtained 
them." 


The speaker brought out the fact 


that the masses might not understand 
questions at issue 
as well as

courts, that the

HABITUAL CRIMINAL 


MEASURE STRINGENT 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 25.—The habit- 


ual criminal act which has been pre- 
sented to the senate by Senator W. T. 
Stevens and 
endorsed 
by the state 


board of control will, if it passes,'be- 
come a powerful agency in eliminating 
the "dead-beat 
criminal." The mea- 


sure is stringent in its provisions and 
contains many features 
not to 
be 


found in similar acts passed by other 
states. It provides that 
any person 


who has been convicted two or more 
times of any offense, which if com- 
mitted in this state would constitute 
a felony and any person who has five 
or more times been convicted of a mis- 
demeanor, shall be liable to arrest un- 
der this bill and his record and char- 
acteristics examined into by the state 
board of control. 


Upon the filing of a complaint with 


the state board of control a warrant 
may be issued for the arrest and de- 
tention of the person until the examin- 
ation has been completed. No person 
shall be deemed to be 
an habitual 


criminal unless the board of control 
shall unanimousdly. 
so 
determine. 


Within sixty days the person so de- 
tained may take an apepal to the cir- 
cuit court for further consideration of 
his case. 


The board of control may detain an. 


habitual criminal in the prison at Wau- 
pun or any other state 
institution. 


Such persons 
shall be subject 
to 


parole on good behavior. If after 
the 


parole has been'granted 
the person 


continues to live an upright life 
he 


may be finally discharged by the board 
of control on approval of the governor. 


After a term of five years any habit- 


ual criminal may file 
an application 


with the state board of control for a 
re-examination. 
In case the decision 


of the 'board is adverse to the appli- 
cant he may 
appeal to the circuit 


court. If the application is there de- 
nied he shall not be permitted to make 
a new application for release within 
two years.
